The third book contains, among other things, the first adumbra- 
tion of heart disease which became the canon of subsequent knowledge 
in antiquity. The sixth book treats of skin and venereal diseases as well 
as those of the eye, ear, nose, throat, and mouth. The seventh book is 
surgical and. contains one of the first accounts of the use of ligature, and 
a classic description of lateral lithotomy. Celsus was the first important 
writer on medical history’’ (Garrison).

The Antidotarium of Mesue is a mysterious Latin compilation of 
the tenth or eleventh century, the Arabic originals of which have never 
been found. It was the most popular compendium of drugs in medie- 
val Europe, and was used everywhere in their preparation. The treatise 
on purgatives divides the latter into laxative (tamarinds, figs, prunes, 
cassia), mild (Werwood, Senna, aloes, rhubarber), and drastic ones, (jalap, 
scammony, colocynth).

"This edition of this fundamental work which from its first edition 
of 1761 remained unappreciated and unobserved until its revival through 
Corvisart in 1808, seems to be unknown to all bibliographers. Except

Apparently our edition has been remained undiscovered as contained 
in the first volume (pp. 316-361) of the ‘‘ Fasciculus operum minorum 
medicorum et dissertationum, published 1775 in four volumes by Fr. von 
Wasserberg and printed by the same printer who printed the first edi- 
tion of Auenbrugger’s work, viz.

Choulant-Frank, p. 210, is the only bibliographer who mentions 
our edition, in his treatise on Coiter. 

On Colombo and his Anatomia confer for particulars to nr. 125 of 
this catalogue. The present edition is the very first German edition of 
Oolombo’s work, edited by Schenck, with the greatest part of the anato- 
mical illustrations of Valverde’s Anatomia, edited newly by Colombo in 
1589 (Venice). These figures are mostly copies after those of Vesalius. 
It seems to us a very remarkable fact that the above mentioned figures 
(showing several differences, changes and new additions in comparison 
with the 1589 Valverde-edition), have been newly engraved for our 
German edition. It is most probable that the engraver of these copper- 
plates was Theodor de Bry, the publisher of our work and a world-famed 
copper-engraver at Frankfurt.

This struck him as a revelation and he 
resolved immediately to apply this idea to the study of heart diseases.

A most interesting manuscript of strictly pharmaceutical in- 
terest, written in Italian (a remarkable fact, greatest part of manuscripts 
of this kind being usually written in Latin). The entire M.S. is written 
on Vellum (only the index is written on paper by a later hand, and some 
leaves, on paper, are added at the end.).

Vassé was contemporary with Vesalius, to whom, however, he makes 
no reference, although he speaks with much gratitude of his own obli- 
gations to his preceptor, Jacobus Sylvius. The book of Vassaeus has no 
illustrations, and consists of a brief synoptical description of the parts of 
human body under the four heads of ‘‘ caput, thoracem, ventrem, artus ”’ 
(Pilcher).

This work is without any text. The engraver and editor, Domenico 
Maria Bonavera or Bonaveri, was born in Bologna, about 1640 and was 
a pupil of Canuti. The illustrations are the well known Vesalian-plates, 
which, at that time, were still attributed to Titian. In fact on the first 
skeleton-plate we find engraved in large letters: ‘‘ Ticianus Inventor et 
Delineavit ’’, and there is a portrait bust of Titian above St. Mark’s lion 
on the title. The engravings decorated in the back-ground with pictu- 
resque land-scapes, are really beautiful. 

Complete copies like ours are of particular rarity. 

‘Some plates show very large traces of use, inner margins of some 
plates strengthened, partly waterstained. Latin names written on two 
plates. Several interesting anatomical drawings on first and last blank 
leaves of the inner covers of the binding.
